Hail and wind again wrought de- 
struction in Southern Alberta’ on 
Monday evening and although the 
area covered Was not as extensive 
as in the preceeding storms, the 
damage was extensive where the 
storm vented its spleen. 

From reports obtainable with tele- 
phone lines out of order in many 


rural sections, the storm = started 
about ten miles north of Macleod 
where the wind approximated a 


tornado, wrecking a number of build- 
ings in its course. Hail laid low the 
crop of Ralph Lantinga and also 
damaged the crop of others in the 
neighborhood although the damaye 
is unestimated. 

Swinging north east to Granum, 
the wind lost its terror but the hail 


gathered force and the town of 
Granum was the centre of a con- 
siderable area of crop destruction 
from hail that in many “eS Was 


as large as hen’s egys. Cars stand- 
ing out in the storm had their tops 
riddled by the stones. Reports vary 
from one to seven miles in deserib- 
ing the width of the storm and! 
losses range from 5 per cent, to prac- 
tically a complete loss. 
Hail at Granum | 
A terrific hail storm = swept 
through this town and district at 
5 p. m. Monday. Coming from the | 


northwest it covered a strip of 
country nearly seven miles wide, 
extending four miles north and 
three miles south of Granum and 


running east for four miles. The loss | 
varies from 20 to 100 per cent., the 
worst sufferers being the farmers 
along the Creek. 

Larger hail was never seen in this 
country in living memory. Some 
pieces of solid ice were larger than 
the average hen’s egg. One measured 
four inches in diameter. 

Cars caught in the storm had their 
tops riddled. Roofs re damaged 
and fresh reports arrive hourly of 
unprecedented damage.

‘SIR C. E. DENNY, FIRST MOUNT- 
ED POLICE IN WEST, DIES AT 


EDMONTON — CAME WEST 
WITH FIRST UNIT OF PLAIN 
RIDERS — SIGNED INDIAN 
TREATY 


Edmonton, July 25.—One of the 
last survivors of the original troop 
of the North West Mounted Police 
to cross the plains in 1874, Capt. Sir 
Cecil Edward Denny, sixth baronet 
of Tralee Castle, County Kerry, Ire- 


land, died during Tuesday night, 
following an illness in a_ local 
hospital. 


Captain Denny was born on Dec. 
14, 1850, and was educated at Chelt- 
enham College and later in France 
and Germany, but at the age of 24, 


with the rumor that there was to 
be organized in the North West 
Territories of Canada, a mobile 


mounted police force similar to the 
Royal Irish Constabulary or the 
British South African police, young 
Denny said good-bye to his native 
land and made the slow crossing of 
the Atlantic, to the land which was 
henceforth to be his home. 

He was at once enlisted with the 
North West Mounted Police on his 
arrival in Ottawa, and when the first 
troop of that famous force made the 
long trek westward into the land of 
the buffalo and the red man, Captain 
Denny accompanied them on _ that 
historic ride, going to Macleod, and 
next year to Calgary, where he built 
Fort Calgary. 

Through the ranks from sub- 
inspector to inspector the young 
Irishman rose and in that early his- 
tory of the west which was written 
by the “Queen’s Own Red Coats,” 
Captain Denny took his part. 

When the famous treaty of 1877 
was signed with the Indians, Capt. 
Denny was one of the officers of the 
Mounted Police whose signature was 
affixed to that historic document 
which guaranteed the red man the 
protection of the “Great White 
Queen” acros& the seas, “so long as 
the grass grows and the rivers run.” 

Then came the Riel Rebellion of 
1885. Denny, now an official of the 
federal Indian department, was 
placed in charge of the western 
plains Indians during that stirring 
time, and here again, that firmness 
and courage developed during his 
years in the old force, stood him in 
good stead. 

He served for some time as a 
police magistrate and later retired 
from public life, taking up a home- 
stead near Colinton, in the Atha 
baska district and combining wth 
this duty as fire ranger along the 
Athabaska river in the summer time. 

More recently, Captain Denny be- 
came archivist to the Alberta yov- 
ernment, which position he relin 
quished about a year ago. He lived 
in retirement then until his 
death which quietly in his 
7th year.

To but few men is it given to see 
the growth of a nation where half a 
century bridges the gap between 
the primeval and the civilized and 
Captain Denny lived to see all of 
that wonderful development. 

The early opposition of the 
whiskey trader and the buffalo run- 
ner melted away like snow before 
the advancing troop of the men of 
the scarlet and gold, 

The red man, recognizing that 
there was square dealing and justice 
took the hand of the mountie in a 
grasp of friendship that has remain- 
ed firm to this day. 

The buffalo herds drifted in to 
the mists of yesterday, the Canadian 
Pacific Railway thrust its steel rib 
bon westward to the mountains, the 
rancher and the homesteader, the 
sheep herder and the squatter came 
and went across that vast picture of 
a new land in the making and 
through it all there rode those heroic 
figures of whom Captain Denny y 
one of the two last survivors. I 
was a life worth the living, not only 
did he make history, he himself was 
historic.

FRANCO-BRITISH COMPROMISE 
ON NAVAL MATTERS IS 
NOW REACHED 
London,July 31.—Details of a 
Franco-British naval compromise 
mentioned by Sir Austen Chamber- 


lain, British foreign secretary, in 
the house of commons yesterday, 
are stated to have been cabled to 
the British ambassador at Wash- 


ington where they are expected to 
be presented today or tomorrow. 

A government spokesman told the 
Associated Press today that a com- 
promise had been reached between 
the two methods of naval armament 
reduction on which previous con- 
ferences have split, namely, limita- 
tion by total tonnage favored by 
France, and by categories, favored 
by Great Britain, 

The question of submarine con- 
struction is definitely involved in 
the compromise, the spokesman said. 

London, July 31.—Possibility of 
renewed discussions among the naval 
powers, hinging on the submarine, 
was advanced by some observers to- 
‘day in commenting on Sir Austen 
Chamberlain's statement in the 
house of commons. 

The British foreign secretary said 
his government had had successful
